Fertilizer Boosts Growth of Barley 


In a progress report for the years 
1931 to 1985 issued recently by Dr. 
E.S. Hopkins, Dominion Field Hus- | 
bandman, Central Experimental farm, 
Ottawa, there is much information 
of practical value for the farmer, 
concerning crop rotations, cultural 
practice, soil fertility investigations, 
pasture investigations, weed eradica- 
tion and cost of producing crops, 

One item of special interest per- 
tains to methods of applying ferti- 
lizers for grain and gives the results 
obtained with barley, these being av- 
eraged for the period of six year 
(1930-1935) during which the trials 
were carried out, Similar results were 
obtained on wheat and oats.
